Abstract” bas been found ncceptable., Ouor in-
dian possessions wre described as having an
urea of 606,700 sgoare miles, und a popuiation
of 244,048 366; the nalive States of Indin (a3
ﬂmtmgmshtd from British lnodis) bhaving an
area of 500,700 equare miles, and & populalion
of 47,008,100, besides which there are in India
1264 square miles of naiive States, under the
French or the Portuguese Government, with &
populuvion of 617,148, The aren of our North
American Colounies is 632,861 square miles, with
a population of 3,701,461; snd this doers not
inciude {le vast territory administered by the
Hudson DBay Cumﬁany. Australasin contains
un arvea of 9,682,070 equare mileg, and a popula-
tion of 1,600, 580; the British West Indies no area
of 85,088 square miles, und a populstion of
.l,mﬁfuzr; the Cape of Gaou Hope and Natal
119,528 equare miles, and 425,076 people; Ceylon
24,700 equare miles, and a populstion of
4,047,728, Our other colonles being added, the
general total is an aren of 4,427,252 square miles,
find a populstion of 164,810,787 souls; svd Lhis
notwilthstanding some omissions on account of
refarns not received—the aborigines of British
Columbia, and some 150,000 personson the 6000
square miles of the Gold Coast settlement. The
parent Stale, the United Kiogdom, has an ares
